Colorado is experimenting along 
new lines, and apparently with a con¬ 
siderable degree o£ success, in Its 
treatment of men convicted of ser¬ 
ious offences. The Idea of the state 
authorities is that thj convict system 
should be humanized. Acting on this 
view they some Ume ago appointed to 
the position of warden of the peni¬ 
tentiary a man who had had no exper¬ 
ience whatever with prisons, but who 
had strong faith In the possibility of 
regenerating even the worst type of 
criminals. He began his reform by 
taking as many of the prisoners as 
were willing to give him their pledge, 
that they would not attempt to escape, 
out into the road camps.

The clear length from end 
to end of this portion of the gre:.t 
conduit is 18 miles, or six miles long¬ 
er than the Simplon, the bolder of the 
former record for tunnel length. 

As a result of the lflst blast there 
Is an unobstructed opening for the 
free flow of water from one. end ot 
the CatBkill aqueduct tp tbe other, 
distance ot 110 miles, and tbe danger 
of a water famine, such as threaten¬ 
ed New York City a few years ago.

mocked at by critios, can show the 
enormous earnings, in a twelve 
mouth, of S200.U00.000.

New Governor General 


Prinoe Alexander of Teok. the 
thin] son of the late Dake of Teok, 
in to succeed the Duke of Con- 
nsagbt as the new governor-getters 1 
of Canada, Official announcement 
to tbia effect was made on May the 
7th. 

Prinoe Alexander of Teok ia forty 
years old. He waa married in 1904 
to Her Royal Highness Princess 
Alioe, of Albany, and has one son 
and one danghter. He is at pres 
ent a major in the aecoud Life 
Guards, is a good aoidier, and has 
•eenaotive service in the Matabele 
trouble, and also in Sooth Africa 
for two years. 


At tbe openin ' of the house at 
Ottawa on ineotb of May tbe Hon. 
C. J. Doherty introduced a bill re 
speoting British naturalization and 
alien*. The purpose of the bill 
waa explained by him as being 
necessary to provide the legislation 
tinder the agreement arrived at 
betweeu the home government and 
the governments of the other Do 
aiiu ous, to bring about an Empire 
wide naturalization. The first 
part of tbe bill dealt with tbe 
definition of natural born Briiisb 
subjects. It modified the existing 
law, be said, not only to this extent 
that whereas n person boru out of 
the rea m wuose father or grand¬ 
father was a British sub j, o', under j 
the propose I legislatio i it was only 
required that tbe father ot snob a 
man should be a natural boru 
British subj ct Tbe bill, be ex¬ 
plained, was a reprodup-ion of 
legislation intioduoed into tLe 
British parliament. 

The seboud part of the bill dealt 
naturalization. It prescribed tbe 
oonditioua of Dataralizatioo, 
which are the same aa those pre¬ 
scribed by tbe Parliament of the 
Uniied Kingdom. The act passed 
in tbe Parliament of Great Britain 
was iutended to be effected throng- 
out the Empire, with the exception 
that it would not be effective with¬ 
in the self governing _ dominions 
unless it ‘ was adopted by the 
legislatures of those dominions. 
Uuder the aot passed by tbe home 
parliament it was expressly provid¬ 
ed that that pirt of it which had 
to do with naturalization should 
have no application to the telf- 
goverued dominions unless adopted 
by their legislatures. 

The third part of the bill he de¬ 
scribed as gt-ueral and dealt with 
the effect of marriage upon the sta¬ 
tus, with the qdestion of throwing 
off nationalty of British subjeots; 
tbe subject of aliens, and the ques¬ 
tion of atatns of aliens. These 
clauses did not differ in any impor¬ 
tant reaped from the present law. 


During the fifty years from 1851 
to 1901 tbe population of Australia 
increased from 437.665 to 3,824,- 
913, a gain of 3,387,248, while that 
of Canada which increased 
from 2,384,409 to 5,371,315. 
showed a gain of 2,986,906, 
or 400,342 fewer than the gain 
made by Australia during the same 
peridd. The advantage of Aus¬ 
tralia was, however, more than 
overcome between the years of 
1901 to 1911, when the gain in the 
Canadian population exceeded that 
of Australia by no less than 1,- 
091,534, the total for Canada be¬ 
ing 7.758,000 against Australia’s 
4,872,158. 


Death of Duke of Argyll 


After an illness of considerable 
duration, ibe ninth Duke of Argyll 
baa passed to hia rest at the early , 
age of Oil. The Marquis of Lome, 
after bit marriage to tba Prinoe#* 
Louise a younger danghter of Queen 
Victoria, became Governor Geoeral 
ot Canada in 1878, and for five 
years playedV~d*fSoult part with 
remarkable ability. During hia 
sojourn in Canada be founded the 
Royal 8ooiety of this Dominion, 
and Jo him Alberta owaa ita titleK, 
being named after bis royal consort 
just after the village of Pile of 
Bones was named Regina iu honor 
of Queen Victoria. 

On tbe death of the eighth Duke 
of Argyll be soooeeded to hia many 
titles and estates, and bis death 
now has placed the imperial royal 
family io mourning; but. with 
obaraoteristio forethought for the 

S iople, the king baa requested the 
eke of Connaught not to postpone 
hia tocr of western Canada tbia 
summer, though tbe shadow that 
has been oaat over R'dean Hall 
will no doubt tend to deprive that 
tour of much of ita foative charac¬ 
teristics.

Mexican Situation 


The remote porsibility of an 
attack on the American outposts 
at Vera Crtlz by the combined fed¬ 
eral forces under General Navar- 
rette and General Maas, which are 
reported to be mobilizing near 
Jala pa and Soledad, with some 
field pieces, is the only element 
in the situation which might, in 
the opinion of army officers, in¬ 
terrupt the period of military in- 
activity during the progress of the 
mediation conferences. 


Jos. T. Hatcher waa the Blaokie 
delegate to the Retail Merchant’s 
Association meeting held at Cal¬ 
gary this week. 


It is pointed out that an artillery 
attack from Jalapa to destroy the 
waterworks at Ey Tajar, is the 
most favorable plan open to the 
Mexicans, and General Funston is 
making preparations to repel any 
such attempt. 

In addition to the field guns 
landed from the war Vessels, 
twenty-iour powerful pieces of 
marine artillery have been placed 
in position for defence. 

The latest information received 
confirms earlier reports of the de¬ 
struction of the San Franciscc 
bridge; and also one of smaller 
size near Vera Cruz. The abut¬ 
ments were dynamited and the 
structure let into the water. One 
of the bridges was destroyed by 
the Mexican irregulars. 

So far as is known the Soledad 
bridge is still unharmed, but is 
supposed to be mined in the same 
way as the others. Every pre¬ 
caution is being takte~b y the 
military authorities here. 


Big Arrival 


Tbe navigation season at Quebec 
has opened, and with it came a 
great rush of immigrants, no less 
than 10.000 having arrived so far 
by this seaport, and half of these 
within twenty fonr hoars, arriving 
on seven different steamers. Over 
1400 people landed from tbe White 
Star Dominion liner Megantio 
while theCnnard liner Ansonia fol¬ 
lowed a few hours later with 600 
The Allan steamers Sicilian and 
Grampian followed, bringing over 
2000 newcomers,and the Donaldson 
liner Athenia contributed 400 
people. The Willebad, of tbe Can¬ 
ada line bad bronght in 750 passen¬ 
gers in the morning. Thus was 
o m pie ted the huge figure of over 
5U00 immigrants ail arriv< d in leas 
than twenty fonr hours aboard of 
a -ven steamers. This is the record 
for t he sea son, but there are antioi- 
p,tions to the effect that it will 
very likely be broken daring the 
present month when Empress and 
Royal liners will come in at tbe rate 
of two at a time with an average 
passenger rcll of 1.500.

Minnesota has a forested area of 
28,000,000 acres, the largest of any 
state^east of the Rocky Mountains. 

There are approximately 4,000,000 
rr.res of timber land iff New Hamp¬ 
shire of which about half Is In farm¬ 
ers’ wood lots. 

Forest fir. s In the United States 
have caused an average annual loss 
of 70 human lives and the destruction 
of $25,000,000 worth of timber. 

Canada has established a forest 
products laboratory In connection 
with McGill University at Montreal, 
on the lines of the United States in¬ 
stitution of the same sort at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin. 

Tree planting on national forest 1 
has to be confined to comparatively 
short Intervals in spring and fall.

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i BRITAIN’* NAVAL SUPERIORITY I PUSH REFORM IN THE CONQO 


A REPUTATION FOR FEARLESS¬ 
NESS AND PER 8 EVERANCE IN 
THE EXECUTION OF DUTY 

In Transforming the Western Plains 

From a Hunting Ground to a Farm¬ 
ing Country, No Small Part Has 

Been Played by the Roytl North¬ 
west-Mounted Police. 

It has taken but 25 years t * trans¬ 
form Western Canr4a from the hunt¬ 
ing ground of the Indian to a farm¬ 
ing country, with large centres of 
population, controlled by the white 
sage. In this march of progress the 
Rjyal North-West Mounted Pollcs, >r 
the "Scarlet Riders of the Plains" as 
they have become known in fictional 
terms, have exercised a guiding band. 
Prior to the organization of this force 
"the traders, trappers, half-breeds and 
Indians were a law unto themselves,” 
according to the repctrt presented by 
Col. Ross, prior to the organization of 
the force. Lawlessness and disorder 
rapidly gave way before the mounted 
police, who soon acquired a name for 
fearlessness and perseverance in the 
execution of thelr'duty. 

The activities of the force extended 
from the western limits of Ontario to 
the Pacific Ocean. Their Influence 
was even felt in the Arctic regions 
when occasion demanded It Today 
regular forces exitt In each of the 
western provinces and In the Arctic 
circles, and Eskimo, Indian and white 
man alike respect the arm of the law 
as represented in the mounted police. 
The various costumes shown in the 
photo taken at headquarters at Re¬ 
gina and reproduced herewith, sho" 
the various uniforms In use from the 
Arctic Circle down to the prairies. 

One instance might be cited to show 
the respect of the Indl '.n for the 
police. A tribe of Indians on the war¬ 
path broke from the reserve at Fort 
Swan River and crossed the interna¬ 
tional boundary Into the States. They 
were rounded up l: a United States 
troop of cavalry and brought back to 
the boundary for delivery to the 
mounted police. One red coat was on 
hand to gfeet the cavalry troop and 
their prisoners, who numbered over 
50. When the American office.- was 
dubious about handing the Indians 
over the solitary Mountie—who was 
none other than Sergeant Martin of 
Regina—he was promptly given a re¬ 
ceipt, and the Indians wero brought 
on to Foft Qu'AppeQe by this officer, I 
sinfele-liarided. It fell to the lot of A. 
Ctewart, now of Regina, then a ser¬ 
geant-major, to escort, lone-handed, 
the Indians from Fort Qu*Apelle to 
their reserve, a distance of 125 miles. 

While such events as these are cov¬ 
ered by brief reports, shrouded In 
modesty, the details sometimes come 
to light. Another instance wprthy of 
mention is that in which Sergeant 
Cavine, some 20 years ago, was des¬ 
patched to arrest an Indian on a re¬ 
serve near Fort Qu’Appelle. Despite 
the fact that the Indian bad a bad 
reputation and was located among his 
friends, this officer never swerved 
from the path of duty. When passing 
a bluff near the reserve Gavine no¬ 
ticed the muzzle of a gu . pointing 
menacingly at him from some bushes. 
He turned his horse to one side, and 
■was just seeking cover when the gun 
barked. The shot weftt wild, but the 
officer was quick to return the fire. 
His aim was true for he wounded the 
Indian, captured him and returned to 
headquarters where a sentence of five 
_years was meted out to the offender. 

Tales of long journeys occupying 
weeks and perhaps months occasion¬ 
ally come to light, such as was reveal¬ 
ed in the loss of the northern patrol, 
of which Inspector Fitzgerald had 
charge. 

In the early days horse-stealing in 
Western Canada was one of the worst 
bffences known to the law. Profes¬ 
sional bad men thought nothing of 
ruStllng off cattle and horses. As ttj 
activities of the mounted police in¬ 
creased these characters gradually 
gave way. 

“Dutch Henry” was one of the most 
famous of these bad men. He is ac¬ 
credited with having been the finest 
shot in the west a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury ago. It is claimed that he could 
toss a 50 cent piece high in t.he air,, 
and shoot It without.fall. While char¬ 
acterized as a “fair haired boy,” his 
nerve and ability to shoot made him 
a bad man of the worst type. 

Sergt.-Major Stewart of Regina. In 
a modest way, described recently, how 
he and n United States marshal cap¬ 
tured this noted outlaw about 25 
years ago. The chase oqcupied over 
three weeks, "and wo didn’t even 
have a fight,” said Mr. Stewart, "as 
he had lost his rifle and six-shooter 
when hla tent had been burned 
down.” 

Numerous other Instances of tho 
nerve ..nd perseverance required to 
maintain order in the early days, 
might be cited If space would permit.

DUfclneott Return Gives Great Lead In 
Battleships and Overwhelming 
\ Proportion in Cruisers , ^ 
The annual statement of the numer¬ 
ical strength of the navies of Great Bri¬ 
tain and f or eign conn tries, commonly 
known as the "DlcUnson return,” has 
been Issued recently in the form of a 
parliamentary white paper. The re¬ 
turns show all battleships, battle 
cruisers and cruisers of each navy 
which have been launched since Dec.- 
31, 1893. In the case of other classes, 
all vessels are shown which still re¬ 
tain their armaments and are not for 
sale. 

The following comparisons show 
the relative positions of the great 
powers of Europe In respect to ships 
built and ships building:

William Marconi, early last Febru¬ 
ary, succeeded ln'ltghting an electric 
bulb at a distance .of six miles by a 
wireless current supplied from a 100 
horepower engine. 

German Methods in English Coalfields 
The latest of the new collieries tq 
be sunk In the Doncaster district is to 
be practically a German undertaking.

FLOUR FOR THE ORIENT 

Western Fleur Mills "Are Increasing 
Shipments to Asiatic Centres 

The mills in Medicine Hat. Calgary 
and Lethbridge In Alberta are en¬ 
gaged in supplying heavi'y the Orien¬ 
tal flour trade. The Ogilvlo mill at 
Medicine Hat shipped a hundred thou¬ 
sand sacks and the Medicine Hat Mill¬ 
ing Co. 29,000 sacks, each of which 
weighed 49 pounds. The Elllsrn Milt¬ 
ing Company of Lethbridge is the 
largest exporter of flour to Japan and 
China, with the Medicine Hat mill a 
close second. The Western Milling 
Company of Calgary and the Robin 
Hood .Mills of Calgary and Moose Jaw 
are also very large exporters to the 
Orient. 

Canada's exports of flour to Ger¬ 
many have more than doubled during 
the past six years. In 1908 the 
amount exported was 1,962,740 bar¬ 
rels, valued at 38.500,060. For the 
past fiscal year tbe exports amounted 
to 4.478,000 barrels,- valued at near¬ 
ly 320,000,000. 

The finishing touches are being put 
on the new annex to Canadian Pacific 
Railway Elevator D at Fort William. 
A large annex will also be built to 
the Grand Trunk Pacific elevator this 
year. The Stewart Company of Chi¬ 
cago have the contracts in both cases. 

Old British Warships Sold by Auerion 

Four superannuated British war¬ 
ships, famous in their day, were sold 
by auction reoently to the highest bid¬ 
der. The most notable was the battle¬ 
ship Renown, which had several 
claims upon tbe public Interest. For 
five or six years she has played the 
unherolc role of training ship for 
stokers at Portsmouth, but when In 
1895 the Renown was first commis¬ 
sioned she proudly ranked not only 
as the most beautiful ironclad afloat, 
but also aa the fastest vessel of the 
British fleet, being capable of 1814 
knots. The Renown .also holds a 
unique position as the only modern 
British battleship sent to the North 
American station which she left for 
the Mediterranean when carrying 
Fisher's flag. Tlu Renown was In¬ 
deed the favorjte ship of the father 
of the dreadnoughts, and Lord Fisher 
cherished a silver model of liet-, a 
gift from officers who served under 
him. The Renowr. was also the ves¬ 
sel in which the present King arid 
Queen made their journey to Ind'a. 
At the auction,- slu realized £39,000 
(3195,000). - 

The other ships sold were the Reso¬ 
lution, which brought £35.650; the: 
Forte, which realized £18,500, a:)d 
the Medea, which was sold for £10.- 
37j>. The Scylla was also offered, but 
the bids did not reach the reserve, 
the best offer being £11,800.

NO WIRELESS FOR 
THE MG REGION 


DEPARTMENT OF NAVAL SER¬ 
VICE D'OES NOT FAVOR PRO¬ 
POSAL OF 8 TEFAN 8 SON „ 

Operation of Wireless Stations in the 
Far North Not Considered to be 
Practicable—Port Nelson 8 tation 
Now Reported to be Working Well. 

The department of the naval ser¬ 
vice, which has coutrol of the wireless 
telegraph system It. Canada, Is not in¬ 
clined to gfve vary much encourage¬ 
ment to the proposal made by Explor¬ 
er Stefannson for the establishment 
of a wireless system In the Arctic 'e- 
gions. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Stefanmmn In a recent communica¬ 
tion suggested that a government 
wireless station should be erected on 
Heracbel Island and that if such sta¬ 
tion were now there communication 
might be established with the missing 
Karluk. It was pointed out by tbi 
''department officials that while it 
would, of course, be possible to estab¬ 
lish wireless stations in the far north, 
their operation would not be practic¬ 
able. Herscbel Island U now some 
2,000 miles away from the next near¬ 
est wire.ess station, ami with ranges 
of mountains intervening the range C 
operation of each station would .s 
comparatively small. Moreover, the 
small aimed vessels such as tbe Kar¬ 
luk, which go to tbe Arctic, have a 
wireless range of only about 100 
miles. ' 

With coastal stations or with the 
big and expensive stations which have 
been erected at Port Nelson, The Pas, 
etc,, the government Is now getting 
exceedingly satisfactory results. Com¬ 
munication by wireless from the Pa¬ 
cific coast station at Esqutmault is 
now being bad almost dally with Hon¬ 
olulu, and there have been days when 
the Canadian stat’on has been 
touch clear acrosu the Pacific with 
Japan. The station at Port Nelson 
which has just recently been erected 
is now working remarkably well. Com¬ 
munication between Port Arthur and 
Port Nelson Is tald to be comparative¬ 
ly easy during tho night when the 
atmospheric conditions are fpvorable. 
Messages are also being picked up at 
PortVielson Trom the Atlantic. 

It m^taterestlng to note that the 
statloupiff Port Nelson was erected 
this winter under conditions which 
severely tried tho endurance and the 
heroism of the men engaged In th> 
work. The steel towers are 200 feet 
high and on the top of these the men 
had to work in temperatures ranging 
from 20 to 30 degrees below zero. 

The government contemplates the 
erection of three other wireless sta¬ 
tions In Hudson Ba;- and Straits so as 
to provide aids to navigation from the 
Atlantic to Port Nelson. One of these 
stations will be erected at Mancel Is¬ 
land near the western entrance to 
Hudson Straits. There will be a sta¬ 
tion at Ash Inlet In the Straits and 
one on the Button Islands at the .-ast¬ 
ern entrance of the Straits. 

The Poison system for trans-Atlan¬ 
tic wireless communication under 
agreement (With the Imperial and Can¬ 
adian gojyrnments as to rates will 
probably not be in operation before 
next summer.

Erection of Twenty-five Million Dol¬ 
lar Building in New York 
The erection In New York City of 
a 325,000,000 group of buildings for 
the exposition of many subjects rang¬ 
ing from aviation to gardening was dis¬ 
cussed at the first meeting of the as¬ 
sociation for the establishment and 
maintenance, for the people of the 
city of New York, of museums for 
the peaceful arts. 

According to tin. certificate of In¬ 
corporation the object of the organiza¬ 
tion Is to establish and maintain per¬ 
manent and useful memor.als of the 
century of peace an:', amity that has 
followed the signing of the treaty of 
Ghent, in 1814. Among the directors 
are Jacob H. SchlP„ Elbert Hv Gary, 
Robert E. Peary, Melville E. j>tone 
and Theodore N. Vail. 

Old Fishing Claim

ginning of the present year. 

In addition to the Information .re¬ 
garding lands which have been home¬ 
steaded or otherwise disposed of the 
publication contains complete Inform¬ 
ation with respect to Indian reserves, 
timoer bertht, grazing leases, post of¬ 
fices, railways, etc., throughout tbe 
three provinces.

. A Mlasior.rry Hero 
Bishop Stringer of tbe Yukon is 
one of the most heroic men of the 
Church of England In Canada. The 
record of his life bristles with stir¬ 
ring incidents, which head more llko 
a romance than deeds of modern 
days. !n 1892 he became missionary 
to the Eskimos on Herschell Island, 
in the Arctic ocean. Hers be aud 
Mrs. Stringer worked for years, and 
here thiir second child, Herschell, 
was born. Their lives were often In 
great danger from the savage Eski¬ 
mos of those days. When Bishop 
Bompas died in 1906 Mr. Stringer 
became his successor. He had been 
forced to leave Herschell Island ow¬ 
ing to tailing eyesight and had taken 
up his station at White Horse, in the 
Yukon. 

Bishop Stringer has in the Yukon a 
diocese of 200,000 square mller, aud 
It Is necessary for him to be continu¬ 
ally on the move f. om placj ♦> place, 
His principal places are Dawson, 
White Horse and Carcross. At the lat¬ 
ter town a large government school 
haB been built for the Indian child¬ 
ren and is In charge of the bishop. 
Work is carried on among the whites 
and Indians. Of the latter there are 
about one thousand and nearly all be¬ 
long to tho Church of Englard. 

CHARING CROSS BU 8 IEST DEPOT 

New London Station is Greatest Traf¬ 
fic Centre In the World 
Though by exterior comparison the 
new Charing Cross station In London 
is Lot in the same class with the 
New York Central o: Pennsylvania 
depots, the claim le advanced that it 
Is now becoming the busiest traffic Id 
the world. 

By th 3 process of reconstruction 
which has been going on for two and 
a half years, thtre are now four rail¬ 
roads, one above the other at Charing 
Cross. The Uakerloo Tube is at the 
bottom, the Hampstead Tube twenty 
feet above It, the district rkTtwuy 
thirty feet higher, and the Southeast¬ 
ern and Chatham at the top. In the 
course of a year these four systems 
will Tun 900,000 trains over one point. 
It is estimated that 15,000,000 passen¬ 
gers will be handled "yearly. Alto¬ 
gether 26 separate lines and routes of 
traffic are available from Charing 
Cross station. 

Secretary Madellck says that the 
London electric railways average 
more trains and a closer service than 
any other railway in the * orld. 

Woman Refused License 

Mrs. Victor Garnlst, who wdfc for 
twenty years a licensed engineer In 
Minnesota, applied to‘take out a li¬ 
cense at Regina, desiring to run her 
husband’s traction engine. Because 
tbe Saskatchewan law defines persons 
qualified to become engineers as 
males over 18 years, she was refused. 
She »ays there are many women in 
the province who would become en¬ 
gineers if they cquld.

SHOULD ENCOURAGE WOMEN OF 
OLD COUNTRY TO EMIGRATE 
A 8 WELL AS MEN 

The Bishop of Yukon 8 ays There Are 
700,000 or 800,000 More Men Than 
Women in Canada—Many Britfeh 
Subjects Going to the United 
State e. 

Tho annual meeting o' the British 
Women’s Emigration association Vus 
held recently at the Mansion house, 
London. Last year the association 
dealt with 4,335 ..ppllcatlons, of which 
364 were from .tn.ined nurses, and 
257 from teachers. The number of 
women emigrated wa . 1 , 201 , of whom 
1.062 went to Canada. The associa¬ 
tion takes only wemen of good char¬ 
acter and capability, and they are 
sent out In parties under the care of 
au experienced matron. Tbe asaocla- 
1 tlon ' has Its own hostel In London, 
and another in British Columbia. 
'Over 16,000 women have travelled un- 
! der the auspices of the association 
since Its formation in 1884. , 

'The Bishop of Yukon said there 
were 700,004 or 800,000 more men 
than women In Canada. If we encour¬ 
aged our men to go to the overseas 
Dominions, he said, we should also en¬ 
courage women to go. There were 
thousands of aliens flocking to Can¬ 
ada- and tbe problem was to make 
them British citizens. That problems 
could be solved, continued the bishop, 
if they got a sufficient number of 
women of Brltich origin to go to Can¬ 
ada as servants, as teachers, nurses 
or wives. 

.Difficult to Dlscri ilnate 
Mrs. <?" L. Bevar. said all womeu 
were good; but some were good tor 
anything and some were good for no¬ 
thing. It wos difficult to discrimin¬ 
ate between those whorr. it was bet¬ 
ter to leave at home, and those who 
had grit and character. They did not 
send out cooks. They aimed at send¬ 
ing out'educated Yomen who were 
adaptable to new conditions and had 
resource in meeting difficulties In a 
new country. Educated women who 
became clerks and typists and gener¬ 
ally had about 325 between them and 
starvation, were sometimes ready to 
go. In the Dominions they were bet¬ 
ter paid and laore comfortably boused, 
and they had a far larger scope. 

Page Croft said last year 70,000 
"ritlsh subjects went to the United 
States. That was a heavy loss to the 
empire. It was a crime that no step 
was taken in thL Country to persuade 
these people to come unde.- the Brit¬ 
ish flag. Hundreds of thousands of 
citizens of the United States werj go¬ 
ing to Canad and settling lu the mid¬ 
dle west. They became good Canad¬ 
ians, but it was difficult for them to 
become good British subjects, because 
they knew nothing of the British em¬ 
pire, he said. .He wanted them to have 
British wives, so hat their children 
could be brought up by British moth¬ 
ers with British instincts. 

CITY TO BREED HORSES 

Regina Farming Operations Will Ex¬ 
tend to Live Stock 
Industry 

The city of Regina does not intend 
ta confine its farming operations to 
the raising cf oats to feed its horses, 
but will branch out into the live 
stock industry. At the present time 
the city owns nearly 100 horses which 
are being used by the fire department, 
tile street cleaning department and 
tbe health department, and It is pro¬ 
posed .to breed horses to provide for 
future requirements. 

At a meeting of of the city com¬ 
missioners it was decided to seed 400 
acres of the city property to oats this 
year.

The flgurq is ic a squatting posi¬ 
tion, with its hands over Its knees, 
and is not more than a foot tall. Ac¬ 
cording to the superintendent of the 
museum in Antlfagasta, Chili, the 
Incas possessed a lost art of reducing 
the size of a body after death. The 
numerous skeletons found In con¬ 
structing the railroad, said Taylor, 
were all about elghteo. inches in 
height and seemed to bear out tbl* 
-iieovy.

Some order in this has been 
observed. The trees, which are 
maple and two kinds bf willow, 
have been set alternately and form 
three rows, two edging and one in 
the centre of the cultivated part. 
Although the trees were not plant¬ 
ed under the most desirable con¬ 
ditions, they are showing signs of 
budding and great hopes are en¬ 
tertained for their future growth. 

In regard to the gardens, the 
plots on.the south and the east side 
of the school are devoted to 
flowers, and the north and the 
west side for vegetables.

^SOn Tuesday last an act to amend 
line Dominion Land Act was in- 
trod u.ced by Hon. Dr. Roche, and 
'received its second reading. Kx- 
plaining the bill during committee, 
Dr. Roche said that the main 
features of the bill provided that 
on homestead pre-emptions and 
purchased homesteads, where land 
was not good for agriculture, 
settlers could prove up by keeping 
a certain ^amount of cattle, and 
that in the pre-emption area the 
three years interest required on the 
purchase price should be thrown 
off. As indicative of the reception 
of the bill, it may be stated that 
there was very little if any dis¬ 
cussion thereon, and the House 
went into committee on it forth- 


Articles No. 2, 3 4, and 5 of 
Bye-law Number 12. 

A Bye-law of the Village of 
Vulcan to restrain and regulate the 
running at large or trespassing of 
animals. 

The Council of the Village of 
Vulcan enacts as follows: 

2. It shall not be lawful to allow 
the following animals to run at 
large at any time of the .year within 
the limits of the Village of Vulcan: 

(a) Stallions or Jacks, of one 
year old, or upwards; 

(b) Bulls over nine months old; 

(c) Sheep and Swine. 

3. It shally-not be lawful to 
allow any horse or cattle to run at 
large within the limits of the said 
village, between the hours of 8 
o’clock in the afternoon and 6 
o’clock of the next forenoon, from 
the 15th day of May to the 31st day 
of December, both inclusive, in 
each year. 

4. Kxcept as prescribed or re¬ 
stricted by law or by .this bye-law 
orntlier bye-law or bye-law of this 
village, it shall be lawful for ani¬ 
mals to run at large within said 
village, and no person shall be 
liable to an action for trespass in 
respect of any animal at large, 
under the provisions of this bye¬ 
law, unless the lands or premises 
trespassed upon are enclosed by a 
lawful fence. 

5. Any animal found at large.
